By Gen. Dunn, for the Prosecution.—I was ac- | | 
quainted with Capt. Mills, commander of the post | 
of Columbus; ee a conversation as to a failure | 
of the City Counch to investigate the Ashburn 
‘murder, in his office; Capt. M. asked me if the 
City Council had done anything more than offer a 
reward for the apprehension of the murderers a 
A. I told him 1 did not think that they had; 
then asked me why I thought they had not, een 1 
told him I did not think gas individuals, they cared | 
ed to know who were the murderers of A; I also | 
think Itold him that Idid not think it was the 
part of the Council to make any such investiga- 
tion. The coroner held an inquest, examined eve- 
ry person in or about the house where A. Was 
killed. and every person who pretended to know, or 
who we had heard knew*anything about it, and 
after this inquest the jury returned their verdict: 
Nor isanything ever done under such circum- 
stances, unless afterwards other te‘timony is de- 
veloped. That is the uniform practice as far as I 
know; I know no difference in practice, whether 
the crime be great or small; under the laws of this | 
State it is not made the duty of any officer to in- | 
vestigate crime; it is left with the coroner in the 
first place, and with the grand jury in the second; 
in my conversation with Capt. Mills, 1 did not 
state that the civil or city authoritles, or one of 
them, was unwilling to investigate the A. mur- 
der because they did not know “where it might 
strike;“ Lstated that I thought the community | 
did not desire to take extraordinary steps, as in- 
dividuals, to find oat the perpetrators of the 
crime; I told him that I, for one, did not; I did 
not tell him that the community wished to shield | 
the murderers of A.; the law makes it my duty to 
prosecute aH indictments found by the grand ju- | 
ry, to examine returns on inquests, and if any one 
is charged with crime to bring it to 
the notice of the grand jury; it is not 
my duty to be a public informer; 
there was nothing in the return on that inquest 
it my duty to bring the matter before the 
Gran Jury; it is not my duty to hunt up cases for | 
the Grand Jury; it is my place to prosecute after | 
they indict; no one has ever applied to me to prose | 
cute any one for the murder of A.; I told Capt. | 
Mills that I was willing to prosecute any one charg- | 
ed with the murder of A.; the Grand Jury is charg- 
«} with the investigation of all crimes; I heard of 
some effort being made by A.’s son, and other citi- 
zens of Columbus, to ascertain the murderers ; 
there has been a greater effort made by someof the 
community to bring the murderers to trial and 
punishment than Lever knew in that or any other 
county in the State; but these efforts were made by 
persons who were actuated by hope of the reward 
offered; there was an effort made the very 
morning Ashburn was killed by some of his | | 
immediate friends to discover his murderers ; we 
the City Council offered a reward that very day; 
so that there could not have been much effort ho- 
fore a reward was offered. I did tell Capt. Milis | 
that the community could not tell who the perp -| 
trators of the deed were, and because of that fact | 
they were the less anxious to find out; told him 
ihe community was astonished to hear of the death | 
of. X.; and that from the number who were en- 
guged in it they did not know where it would fall. | 
That is one reason why they did not desire, as in- 
dividuals, to know who did do it. They could not | | 
believe that so many persons would have deliber- | 
ately assassinated A.; and the only solution they 
could give to it was that they had gone there for | 
someother purpose; that A. had fired at them, and | 
the death was occasioned in that way. This was my 
supposition. Ihad only heard of Bennett previous 
to his testimony at the inquest ; had not heard ofhim | 
sufiicieftly for me to judge whether he was | 
a credible witness or not; I think I have now 
sufficient knowiedge of his general character to 
be able to testify whether I would or would not 
believe him on his oath; that knowledge does not 
grow out of his examination here, but from facts 
connected with his own trial before the Superior 
Court, in May; have heard him generally spoken 
ot by bis acqua‘ntances, at that trial; have heard | 
very little spoken of him since it becamo known | 
ihat he would be a witoeas in this case; my judg- | 
ment was formed from what his friends said ef 
him at the trial in May, not the public generally; | | 
[iirst saw Wade Stephens about a year ago; he 
Was Obscure to me; he came to me as Solicitor | 
(ieneral to prosecute a freedman by the name of 
John Wells, and from that trial I learned what 
I know of his general character; I frequently form 
my opinions of general character in the Court 
House, but not always; the facts developed on thnt 
trial were such as to cause me to inqubre of persons 
who knew as to who and what he was; I heard his 
mother, aunt, and John Wells speak of him with- | 
out any inquiry from me; I then asked the sheriff 
and others that were indifferent to him, and they 
had the same opinion of his character for truth and 
veracity; he was my witness and I was endeavor- 
ing to sustain his character, and found I could not 
do it; he was at that time prosecuting Wells, and 
was in a ispute with his mother about proper- 
ty: that is An Fwent to others to inquire about 
him; I would have put no confidence in them at all 
had it not been a mother speaking of her own son, 
and an aunt of herown nephew. I thought the | 
mother would say as much as anybody 
else in favor og her son. He was a witness against 
John Wells and his mother’s feelings were in fa- 
vor of Wells. My experience as a lawyer has not | 
proved to me that family feuds are more bitter 
than others. I did: not ask the persons I inquired 
of whether they associated with him, but merely 
whether they knewhis character, and they pro- 
fessed to know it. 


By the Defense.—His mother discredited him in 
Court, and in his presence; his aunt did the same 
thing. As far as my inquiries went I could not 
find a person in Columbus who could substantiate 
his veracity; nor did he suggest to me any one 
Who could. I took it for granted that he would 
make a suggestion if that was not his character. 
It was at that time that I inquired of persons in 
the court house as to who he was. His aunt had 
no such interest as the mother did in the case 
to which I have reference; she might hrve had 
Some interest in sustaining the character of her 
Sister, which was called in question on the trial; 
I never knew a community to prosecute anybody, 
but I have known them to take great interest in 
the prosecution. There were persons of the same 
politics as Mr. Ashburn, and he was regarded as a 
mad ot influence in his party, but don't think he 
had many strong friends even among them; the 
common report is that he had a wife; I never saw 
or heard of her; I have seen one son of his and 
heard of another; did not see either of them there 
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waking
